REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  East  Grinstead  Urban  District 
Council . 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1945. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  that  for  this  year 
Interim  Reports  should  be  submitted  and  should  be  confined  to 
essential  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during  the 
year.  This  procedure  has  therefore  boon  adopted. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  14,73  as  compared  with  15,23  for  the 
previous  year,  and  with  11.4  for  England  and  Wales,  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  51.09  which  compares  with  28,09  for  the  fpovlons 
year. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever, 

Whooping  Cough  or  Diphtheria. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Every  parent,  on  the  child’s  first  birthday,  receives  a 
birthday  card  and  an  explanatory  letter  with  a stamped  acceptance 
•^erd  enclosed  for  return.  Lists  of  those  who  do  not  reply  or  who 
refuse  treatment  are  sent  to  the  district  nurse,  who  then  visits  and 
endeavours  to  obtain  the  necessary  acceptance.  The  same  procedure 
is  adopted  for  new  entrants  into  the  district. 

Monthly  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Clinic, 

Moat  Road, 

With  regard  to  school  children,  a complete  list  is  obtained 
from  the  head  teacher,  and  every  term  the  list  is  revised  by  obtaining 
particulars  of  entrants  and  leavers.  Parents  whose  children  have  not 
been  immunised  receive  the  explanatory  leaflet  and  are  visited  if  they 
do  not  accept.  The  prophylactic  used  is  A,P,T,  the  dosage  being  ,3  cc 
followed  by  the  same  amount  four  weeks  later. 
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Every  parent  Is  given  the  opportunity  of  having  her  child 
Schick-tested  three  to  six  months  after  the  second  injection,  and 
in  addition  every  inoculated  child  is  re-tested  on  entering  school, 
unless  the  inoculation  and  test  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
previous  twelve  months , 

The  results  are  excellent  and  show  a considerable  improvement 
as  compared  with  past  years,  due  principally  to  the  care  taken  by  the 
immunisation  clerk  in  seeing  that  every  child  in  the  district  is 
recorded,  and  that  every  parent  is  given  the  opportunity  of  having 
her  child  Immunised# 

During-- the  year  401  children  were  immunised  and  1003  ■ Schick- 
tested,  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  children  in  tlie  1-5 
years  of  age  group  was  742,  tho  percentage  immunised  being  95. 

The  number  of ' children  in  the  5-15  years  group  was  1505,  the  percentage 
immunised  being  94. 

SCABIES. 

' By  an  Order  made  by  the  East  Grinstead*  Urban  District  Council 
and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  under  Section  147  of  the 
Public  Health -Act,  1936,  Scabies  became  a notifiable  disease  within 
the  area  of  the  Council,  such  Order  taking  effect  from  11th  September, 
1944. 

Forty  cases  were  treated  at  the  Council’s  Cleansing  Station 
during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

As  in  preceding  years,  enemy  action  caused  grave  damage  to 
dwe llinghouses , and  my  report  of  last  year  remains  true  of  this  year. 

The  Council  have  prepared  a first  scheme  for  the  erection  of 
83  permanent  houses  and  have  been  allocated  30  temporary  prefabricated 
houses,  the  site  for  which  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  Council  has  exercised  its  requisitioning  powers  to  the 
fullest  extent,  and  to  date  21  families  have  been  housed. 

In  corrsnon  v/ith  the  rest  of  the  country  there  is  a great 
shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  the  Council  havo  in  mind  not 
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only  provision  of  now  housos  to  moot  immodiato  ncods  but  tho 
provision  of  houses  to  take  tho  place  of  dwellings  which  by  age  and 
type  are  becoming  redundant, 

WATIR  SUPPLIES, 

No  extensive  new  works  have  been  commenced  nor  has  it  boon 
necessary  to  restrict  supplies  during  this  year, 

Monthly  samples  are  taken  alternately  from  their  three  sources 
of  supply  by  the  company,  l.e.  from  Hackenden,  Forest  Row  and 
PlacelandSt  This  sampling  is  implemented  by  the  Urban  Council  who, 
in  conjuction  with  the  Uckfiold  Rural  District  Council,  also  take 
four  samples  per  year  from  each  of  tho  above  supplies. 

The  samples  are  for  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
and  all  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Dunham,  Sanitary  Inspector,  for 

his  help  and  co-oporation  in  tho  work  of  the  department,  and  for 
his  assistance  in  compiling  this  report.
